Wagner, co-author of the pigron- 
holed Taft-Ellender-Wagner hous- 
ing bill, based his report on ques- 
tionnaires he sent to about 500 
persons, including Governors of 
all the States, Mayors of all cities 
with a population of 50,000 or 
more, and individual leavers in 
various walks of life. 
' Replies were received from 29 
governors, 82 mayors, and 133 in- 
dividuals. Missouri, as the Post- 
Dispatch has told, replied through 
Bert Cooper, directce of the State 
Department of Business and Ad- 
ministration. Mayor A. P. Kauf- 
mann of St. Louis did not respond 
to the questionnaire addressed to 
him. | 

(At the Mayor's offide today it 
was stated that the Wagner ques- 
tionnaire was received just after 
a congressional committee had 
taken testimony here on the hous- 
ing qeestion last October. Mayor 
Kaufmann, instead of a formal 
reply to the questionnaire, sent a 
note to Senator Wagner, calling 
attention to hiss testimony, which 
was favorable to public housing

Nine out of 10 whu replied told 
Wagner the need tor housing fcr 
low income families is urgent and 
aid from the Federal government 
is necessary to provice it. 

“I should like to emphasize two 
inescapable conclusions which are 
to be drawn from the ,replie«.” 
Wagner said in his repo 
committee. 

Conclusions From Survey. 

“The first is the persuasive note 
of urgency as to the need for 
prompt apd effective action by 


to meet the critical 

housing problem, particularly of 
- families in the lower income 
brackets. Reply after reply cited 
the evil effects of slums, over 
crowding and other bad housing 
conditions on the health and mor- 
al fabric of our local communities. 

“The second concluaion I drew 
from these repliés is that the pre- 
ponderant majority of those carry- 
ing important official business, 
_and civic responsibilities in our 
states and cities advocate pas- 
sage of the Taft-Ellender-Wagner 
bill. 

“Practically all the Mayors re- 
ported their cities contained “ 
substantial number of low income 
families living in slums or other 
substandard housing. Nine out of 
10 governors, mayors, and promi- 
nent individuals agreed that with- 
in the foreseeable future private 
enterprise not provide 
decent housing, new or old, for all 
these low-income families. 

“On the other hand, 93 per cent 
of the mayors of cities with exist- 
ing low rent public housing re- 
ported that these projects, to the 
extent they had been provided, 
were adequately serving low in- 
come families. All said they had 
been built and operated efficiently 
and that conditions of health, de- 
linquency and crime had been im- 
proved. 

Favor Federal Slum Aid. 

Most of those who replied held 
that cities and states could not 
by themselves pay for slum clear- 
ance, and 69 per cent favored the 
Taft-Eliender-Wagner bill pro- 
vision fof payment by the Fed-

This reporter, making a survey 
of the central slum district, 
walked up Pine street from 
Fifteenth street to Grand boule- 
vard_and wrote yesterday that 
this stretch of Pine was the ugli- 
est, most depressing slum-way he 
had ever seen, 

Today, after plodding the same 
length up Chestnut-Lawton, this 
observer of the slum streets, alleys 
and back lots is not sure: Chest- 
nut appears equally abhorrent and 
perhaps more so. So, the observer 
is certain only that Chestnut and 
Pine are the two Ugly Sisters of 
St. Louis, urgently in need of a 
complete overhaul. 

.Turning away from Memorial 
Plaza and the downtown sky- 
scrapers, one advances block after 
block along Chestnut, beyond

Fifteenth, and realizes the neces- 
sity of a bond issue to eradicate 
the slum hovels and bring decent 
housing, parks and express high- 
ways. 

At present there is little there 
that is worthwhile; one sees some 
one-story business buildings of the 
utilitarian type known as tax- 
payers; numerous parking lots, 
too many for the number of cars 
parked off the streets; and other 


carded bricks and stones and tin 
cans and foul-smelling rubbish. 
The shabbiness of the neighbor- 
hood is relieved by the twin- 
towered St. John’s Basilica at 
Sixteenth and Chestnut, But the 
side -streets are even drearier 
than the east and west thorough- 
fares. The thought occurred to this 
reporter that were it not for 
stately St. John’s and a few other

The Colonel 
is believed to have remembered 
the church in his will because a 
Catholic nun helped to care for 
him when he had smallpox.

‘According to H, Eugene Heine, 

a Philadelphia lawyer represent- 
ing T. John McKee, under the 
terms of Col. McKee’s will, most of 
his $800,000 estate was to be held 
in trust until the death of his 
last grandson. Then it was to be 
used to establish a naval academy, 
patterned after Annapolis, at Bris- 
tol, Pa., near Philadelphia. The 
student body would be 200 orphan 
Negro and 200 orphan white chil- 
dren of Philadelphia. The will also 
provided, in addition to the pro- 
jected naval academy,. that with 
the death of the last grandson, 
4000 acres of real estate near 
Camden, N.J., were to be given to 
the Roman Catholic bishop of 
Camden to erect a convent, a 
church and, a parochial school. 
‘ Col.-McKee died in 1902. The 
will was contested after the death 
in December 1946 of Dr. Harry 
Minton, who had been believed to 
be the last living grandson of 
Col. McKee. 

Herbert G. Hardin, counsel for 
five heirs of Dr. Minton, said Dr, 
Minton was a Negro. He said also 
Col, McKee was a Negro. 

Heine. said his client, T. John 
McKee, is a grandson of the 
colonel. Heine said T. John Mc- 
Kee is in Lenox Hill Hospital in 
New York recovering from an op- 
eration. ; 

Heine and Hardin both contend 
that since Col, McKee bequeathed 
only $100,000 for erection of build- 
ings, the will “obviously is impos- 
sible” of fulfillment, and that Col. 
McKee should be declared intes- 
tate, whereupon the survivors 
would receive virtually the entire 
estate.

St. Louis Attorney Re- 
buffed When Seeking 
Clemency for Tax Evad- 
er in U.S. Court Two 
Years Ago.

CHICAGO, March 1—Paul Dil- 
lon, St. Louls attorney and Polli- 
tician, who was here for a be- 
lated appearance today before a 
Federal grand jury investigating 
the easy paroles of four former 
Capone gangsters, two years ago 
sought unsuccessfully to make a 
clemency plea in United States 
District Court for a. confessed in- 
come tax evader, P 

Dillon, whose connection with 
the income tax case of Bert: K. 
Naster, lighting fixture manufac- 
turer, is obscure, was curtly put 
in his place by the court. Naster, 
indicted for evading income taxes 
of $221,575 in four years, pleaded 
guilty Feb. 18, 1946, and was sen- 
tenced to five years in Federal 
prison, Before sentence was 
passed, Naster’s attorney, David 
M. Rattner, made a plea for clem- 
ency. At the conclusion of Ratt- 
ner’s plea Dillon stepped up, with- 
out invitation. The ensuing ex- 
change between him and United 
States District Judge Shaw is a 
matter of court record, as follows: 

“I am Paul Dillon, a member of 
the St. Louis bar and a member 
of various bars——” 

“Are you an attorney in this 
case?” asked the court. 

“I’m not of record, but you 
asked, did——” 

“I didn’t ask to‘hear from you,” 
Judge Shaw retorted. “I will hear 
from the Government.” 

Dillon sat down, 


Released After 20 Months. 


Naster served about 20 months 
of his five-year term, being re- 
leased last December. 

Sought for service of a subpena 
issued Jan. 20, Dillon has been 
to Mexico, where he could not be 
legally served, and was not pre- 
sented with the subpena until last 
Thursday at the home of his son, 
Philip Dillon, in Newton, Mass, 

Dillon flew here late yesterday 
from St. Louis, following a motor 
trip from Newton, He spent Satur- 
day night at hig apartment, 4501 

avenue, where his 
brother, John. Dillon, a deputy in 
the office of Sheriff John F. 
Dougherty, also lives. 

Dillon went befoie the grand 
jury at 10:50 o'clock, after re‘us- 
ing to make a statement to re- 
porters. United States Attorney 
Otto Kerner said the witness de- 
nied any intention to evade sub- 
pena service, asserting that he had 
planned the Mexican trip in ad- 
vance of the subpena and had 
traveled “openly.” He added, 
Kerner said that he had driven 
into Mexico at Laredo, Tex. 

Heeney Appears. 

Willie Heeney, Cicero leader of 
the Capone gang, who also, had 
been sought unsuccessfully for 
subpena service, appeared at the 
Federal Building this morning and 
announced he was ready to go be- 
fore the grand jury, 

Heeney, who is s of build 
and appeared to be ill, leaned on 
a cane when he talked with re- 
porters. Asked why United States 
Marshals could not find him, Hee- 
ney replied: “I've been terribly 
sick, I’ve haq three operations: 
I’m barely able to be here today.” 
Heeney denied any connection 
with the paroles under investiga- 
tion and declined to discuss with 
the correspondent his. handling of 
$20,000, which was sent to the 
widow of Edward “Putty Nose” 
Brady in payment for Brady’s help 
in the paroles, 

“It wouldn't be proper for me to 
discuss any of those matters; I’m 
a witness before the grand jury,” 
Heeney reminded reporters. 

Grand Jury’s Aims, 

The grand jury is inquiring into 
reports of payment of large sums 
of money to obtain paroles for the 
four gangsters, who were released 
last summer after serving three 
and a half years of ten-year terms 
for conspiracy to extort $1,000,000 
from the movie industry. 

Mrs. Louis Campagna, wife of 
one of the parolees, testified re- 
cently before a Congressional 
subcommittee, which is also in- 
vestigating the paroles, that her 
husband paid Dillon $10,000 last 
November after receiving a bill 
for “professional services.” Asked 
what the payment was for, Mrs. 
Campagna replied: “For helping 
my husband get his parole.”

27 English Soldiers Perish 
When 3 Mines Blast 
Train in: Palestine— 
Stern Gang Says It Set 
Explosives, |

JERUSALEM, March 1 (UP)— 
Britain formally charged the 
Jewish Agency for Palestine today 
with indirect responsibility for re- 
cent violence which took a heavy 
toll of British lives in this country. 

The British administration here 
lashed out at the Jewish Agency 
after one of the bloodiést single 
days of the British policing of 
Palestine. Twenty-seven British 
soldiers, 23 Jews and an undeter- 
mined number of Arabs were 
killed. 

Train Jammed With Troops. 

The 27 soldiers were killed and 
33 were injured yesterday when 
three mines exploded under the 
Cairo express near Rehovet, 15 
miles southeast of Tel Aviv. The 
train was jammed with troops re- 
turning from Cairo on leave. 

Three sleepers were shattered 
by the blasts. A fourth mine, con- 
taining 100 pounds of explosives, 
failed to explode, That prevented 
higher loss of life, the British 
said. 

After the explosion, the Stern 
gang, a Jewish .underground 
group, announced it set the blasts, 
and added: “This is our answer 
for last Sunday’s Ben Yuhuda 
street crime.” It referred to the 
Jerusalem bombing which killed 
54 Jews on Feb, 22, 

British sources said today’s 
sweeping indictment constituted at 
least a temporary severance of 
relations with the agency, which 
represents the Jewish people, and 
appeared to serve notice the 
British would not co-operate in 
the forming of a Jewish militia 
so long as British forces remain 
in Palestine. 

Agency’s “Promise” Recalled. 

The agency was accused of fail- 
ing to live up to a promise to sup- 
ply a “civil guard force” in Jew- 
ish areas from which British se- 
curity forces were withdrawn. 

The alleged failure, according to 
the British statement, constituted 
a “breach of the undertaking.” As 
a result, it added, “terrorist 
groups openly and freely continue 
to murder and rob even the Jew- 
ish inhabitants themselves.” 

The statement recalled that the 
agency rejected an invitation by 
the Palestine Government to nego- 
tiate on the suppression of the 
Irgunist and Stern groups “on 
ground it was contrary to Jewish 
political interests.” 

The agency then was charged 
with inability to bring to justice 
those responsible for the enumer- 
ated crimes, neglect of responsi- 
bilities, innuendoes, falsehoods and 
propaganda against the British 
police and. troops “who every day 
are protecting Jewish propert 
and saving hundreds of Jewls 
lives at the risk of their own.” 

Jerusalem Bombing Denied. 

Of the Ben Yehuda street bomb- 
ing, the statement said: 

“In spite of official denials, the 
Jewish Agency repeated that it 
was a British Army convoy which 
was responsible for the outrage. 
Nobody outside Jewish circles be- 
lieves this, and there can be no 
other purpose in repeating it than 
to stir up racial hatred.” 

The statement continued: 

“Continuance of indiscriminate 
murder and condoned terrorism 
can lead only to the forfeiture of 
the community of all rights in the 
eyes of the world to be numbered 
among civilized peoples.” 

A Government spokesman re- 
ported an apparent attempt on the 
life of Lt. Gen. G. H. A. MacMil- 
lan, British commander in Jeru- 
salem. His car was blown up by 
an electrically detonated mine 
while traveling from Jaffa toward 
Jerusalem. MacMillan was not in

Opposition to Military Pact. 

The Coalition (Conservative) 
party announced its members of 
Parliament had decided tentative- 
ly to urge the Government to re- 
ject Stalin's suggestion to negoti- 
ate a military pact but to agree 
to discussions on a_ friendship 
treaty. The group said it believed 
the peace treaty with Russia “in- 
cludes enough military commit- 
ments for Finland to render a 
military pact as neither necessary 
nor desirable.” ) 

The Coalition party holds 28 of 
the 200 seats in Parliament. The

Drawing on funds accumulated 
by its repair shop in Paris and 
paid by the French, Krupp ad- 
vanced one million francs to four 
French collaborators who ap- 
peared as “dummy officials” of 
the new concern, 

Krupp’s took their undated res- 
ignations as a safeguard. It sub- 
scribed another 5,000,000 francs 
directly from the funds of the 
repair shop, and advanced the re- 
maining 14,000,000 francs to round 
out the firm’s capital in the form 
of machines it had “purchased” 
from other plants in France with 
repair-shop money. They were 
years ahead of the atom scientists 
who had to have something else 
at least to make gold. Krupp 
made it from nothing. 

thschild Stands Pat. 

The “fonds de commerce” were 
not forthcoming, however. Krupp’s 
officials raved in writing about 
the “DeGaullist sympathies” of 
the French ministers which were 
“sabotaging” Krupp’s effort. 

Robert Rothschild, variofisly in 
and out of prison in southern 
France, was obdurate. 

Shortly before he was dragged 
away to his death in Auschwitz, 
Rothschild managed to smuggle 
out of confinement a note to a 
close friend in Lyon. 

“The whole plot has been engi- 
neered,” he charged, “by Damour 
and Sandre.” Both were French- 
men, acting for Krupp’s. 

The Nazi defeat and sureender 
put an end to this rosy bubble of 
a Krupp concern more mighty and 
extensive than anything the “can- 
non king” of the last century or 
the elder Gustav of this had ever 
dreamed. It could only have been 
brought about by the combination 
of Nazi might and Krupp weapons. 

A world aroused at long last to 
its mortal danger put down the 
threat in six long years, but is suf- 
fering horribly from the result.

In its place,. Snyder said, Con- 
gress should follow the $40-off-for- 
everyone plan of President Tru- 


man. 

He sald Truman's plan is fairer 
to everyone and would mean no 
money lost to the Government be- 
cause higher taxes on corpora- 
tions would make up the differ- 
ence. 

House Bill Provisions. 

The House bill would cut taxes 
from 30 per cent on the lowest 
income to 10 per cent on the 
highest, with no offsetting busi- 
ness levy, 

Terming the President’s plan a 
“cost-of-living adjustment,” Sny- 
der told the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee “We cannot go beyond” 
that “at this time.” e added: 

“Premature weakening of our 
revenue system will involve seri- 
ous consequences both for our do- 
mestic prosperity and for the 
peace of the world.” 

Snyder did not appear in person. 
His prepared testimony was sub- 
mitted to the committee at the

“Moreover, 13,000,000 additional 
taxpayers with the lowest incomes 
would receive more tax reduction 
under the President’s program 
than under H.R, 4790.

WASHINGTON, March 1—Sen- 
ator McCarthy (Rep.), Wisconsin, 
ran into a withering fire of cross- 
exagynination today when he at- 
tempted to defend his housing bill 
before a conference of veterans 
called to demand action on the 
Taft-Ellender-Wagner housing bill. 

Major difference between the 
two is that McCarthy’s bill does 
not provide for public housing. 

There was a chorus of, “Why

It was necessary for the chair- 
man, Representative Javits (Rep.), 
New York, to pound the gavel ré- 
peatedly to restore order. He 
asked the delegates to be cour- 
teous and they responded with 
cries of, “What about a little cour- 
tesy for us, too?” 

Later when the booing was re 
sumed, McCarthy with a grin said: 
“That’s all right, gentlemen, one 
of the things you fought for was 
the right to say no and to boo 
when you disagree.” See. 

Javits cut off the questions be- 
fore the delegates were through, 
but McCarthy returned to thé 
microphone to invite any who still 
wanted to talk with him to call at 
his office later. 

Support for Public Housing. 

Earlier Senators Taft and El- 
lender, co-authors of the pigeon- 
holed Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill 
which does contain provision for 
500,000 public housing units for 
low-rent families, had pledged 
their support for public housing. 

“The present system just 
doesn’t work to provide - decent 
housing for all in the United 
States,” said Taft, Republican 
Senate leader on domestic affairs. 
“We have always recognized that 
the Government has a duty to 
take care of those who cannot 
take care of themselves. 

“That is true in other fields, 
such as education, medical care, 
and relief, I think we have got to 
take care of those people in the 
housing field.” 

Taft said he doubted if more 
than half of the people in this 
country could afford new housing. 
It would be time enough to argue 
there is no need for public hous- 
ing, he said, when that per- 
centage has been raised two 
thirds, or three fourths. 

Taft Asked About Plan for Action. 

A skeptical delegate from 
Brooklyn asked Taft what he per- 
sonally would do to get the Re- 
publican party behind the Taft- 
Ellender-Wagner bill. 

Another wanted to know why, if 
Taft has the influence ascribed to 
him he has not forced Representa- 
tive Wolcott, chairman of the 
House Banking Committee which 
has kept the Taft-Ellender-Wag- 
ner bill bottled up, to report it out 
so that a vote can be had.

The ease with which the metal- 
lurgical, chemical and electric in- 
dustries in Germany could be con- 
verted from peace to war had al- 
ready been impressed upon us by 
bitter experience. 

It had also to be “remembered 
that the Germans had devastated 
a large portion of the industries 
of Russia and of other neighbor- 
ing Allies, and it was only just 
that these injured countries should 
be entitled to remove the machin- 
ery they required in order to re- 
pair the losses they had suffered. 
For Closing Down Ruhr, Saar. 


The memorandum then stated: 

“The industries referred to in 
the Ruhr and in the Saar would 
therefore be necessarily put out 
of action and closed down, It 
was felt that the two districts 
sho be put under somebody 
under the World Organization 
which would supervise the dis- 
mantling of these industries and 
make sure that they were not 
started up again by some sub- 
terfuge. 

“This program for eliminating 
the war-making industries in 
the Ruhr and in the Saar is 
looking forward to converting 
Germany inte a country primar- 
ily agricultural and pastoral in 

character, 
he Prime Minister and the 

President were in agreement 
upon this program.” 

In his note to me introducing 
this memorandum, the President 
said s seemed eminently sat- 
isf to sapd he thought 
I would, appr the general 
idea of og Os ages: the 
Ruhr, Saar, éte, 

I could not, however, approve 
any program “looking forward to 
converting Germany into a coun- 
try primarily agricultural and pas- 
toral in its character.” Seventy 
million Germans could not live on 
the land within Germany. They 
would either starve or become a 
charge upon other nations. This 
was a scheme that would arouse 
the eternal resentment of the Ger- 
mans. It would punish all of them 
and future generations too for the 
crimes of a portion of them. It 
would punish not only Germany 
but also most of Europe. 

Zones of Occupation. 

The President also said in his 
note to me that he thought he had 
worked out the locations of the 
occupying forces in Germany. He 
had been hoping to get the north- 
western portion of Germany as 
the American zone of occupation, 
but finally agreed with Churchill 
that Britain should have it, while 
the United States would have most 
of southern Germany, including 
Bavaria. 

On the same day, Sept. 15, 
that the President. sent me the 
memorandum embracing the 
Morgenthau plan and the deci- 
sion on the zones of occupation, 
he sent me another memoran- 
dum which informed me that 
Morgenthau had presented at 
Quebec, in conjunction with his 
plan for Germany, a proposal of 
credits to Britain totaling six 
and a half billion dollars.

The steel industry can’t argue 
poverty. American Rolling Mill’s 
annual report shows that. In 1947 
net income was $7.44 a share 
versus $5.35 In 1946. Such earn- 
ings are traceable to the high rate 
of operations—95 per cent through- 
out the year. But the industry 
fears it cannot count on such a 
continued high rate indefinitely. 
So strategy at this time might 
well be to increase quotations 
while the seller’s market persists. 
If steel officials were to try to 
raise prices once demand started 
falling, buyers would laugh at 
them, 


Maybe ‘a price rise is ill-timed 
and ill-advised, now-—just before 
wage negotiations. Maybe the 
steel industry ought to subordi- 
nate its own price strategy to the 
anti-inflation economic require- 
ments of the nation. Yet on the 
evidence to date, steel prices are 
not ahead of other prices, They're 
up only 54 per cent since 1989, 
as against 109 per cent for all 
wholesale prices. Since VJ-day, 
steel men have advanced prices 
49 per cent; all prices have gone 
up 52 per cent. So far we've had 
trial by fury. Maybe Senator 
Taft will get at the facts.

The Moore-Rizley Bill 
If the industry-sponsored Moore-Rizley bill 
squeezes through Congress, users of natural gas 


in St. Louis and throughout the country may as 
well get set for higher rates. 


Under present law, the Federal Power Com- 
mission fixes prices in the natural gas fields on 
the basis of cost of production plus a reasonable 
profit. The proposed amendments would substi- 
tute a vague formula called the “prevailing field 
price” or “commodity value.” 


‘Sponsors of the Moore-Rizley bill say it would 
permit a price increase of only 5 or 10 per cent. 
But there is great danger that it would turn out 
to mean “what the traffic will bear.” 


That is the hope, presumably, of its congres- 
sional sponsors, Senator Moore, the Oklahoma 
oil man, and Representative Rizley, also of Okla- 
homa. Rizley’s legal clientele, as he admits, 
includes some of the natural gas companies 
which want the raise. : 

The potent natural gas lobby in Washington 
is not content with merely trying to weaken the 
law governing regulation of natural gas. It also 
wants a Federal Power Commission amenable 
to its will. 

The commission now has four members, with 
one vacancy. The members are divided evenly 
regarding changes of the type sought in the 
Moore-Rizley bill, Leland Olds, who has a fine 
record as a public official, is against the changes, 


and so is Claude Draper, a holdover from the — 


Hoover Administration. Until a year ago Chair- 
man Nelson Lee Smith took the same stand, but 
now he has switched. He is joined by a new 
member, Harrison Wimberly, who, like Moore 
and Rizley, is an Oklahoman. 


A great deal depends on who fills the va- 
cancy. President Truman has nominated Burton 
N. Behling of Illinois, who is reportedly favored 
by Commissioner Wimberly, Edwin Pauley, the 
California politician and ges-and-oil lobbyist, 
and former Gov. Kerr of OMahoma, who also 
has extensive oil holdings. Behling has indicated 
he would, if confirmed, go along with Commis- 
sioners Smith and Wimberly. - 

Action on the Behling appointment is held up 
in the Senate Interstate Commerce Committee. 
Senator Tobey, the acting chairman, can be de- 
pended upon to see that the appointment gets a 
thorough airing. Now Mr. Truman is reported 
consideriftg withdrawal of Behling’s nomination, 
after a strong recommendation to that effect by 
a Western Senator. Ak 

Whatever happens to Behling, the Moore- 
Rizley bill should be pigeon-holed, The natural 
gas companies are making handsome profits al- 
ready. Yet it is estimated that even a 5 per 
cent increase in the price of natural gas would 
give-the companies operating in the Texas Pan- 
handle alone additional profits of more than a 
billion and a half dollars over the expected life 
of these reserves. 

The bill would also defeat the ends of con- 
servation and hasten the depletion of a great 
natural resource. The Moore-Rizley bill carries 
the same disagreeable odor that the tidelands 
oil bill carried. Its fate will be another index of 
whether this Congress is serving special inter- 
ests or the people. 
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There’s Always Siberia 


Czechoslovak farmers are not yet attuned to 
the new order of things. There were 130,000 
of them in Prague yesterday. Every last one of 
them was expected to crowd into Wenceslaus 
Square to hear the Communist Minister of Agri- 
culture; Julius Duris, promise them that there 
would be no collective farms in Czechoslovakia, 
that instead each farmer who did his bit to feed 
the country would be made the sole owner of at 
least 120 acres. 

But only about 30,000 showed up for the ora- 
tory. By staying away most of them probably 
meant to show that they were carrying tongue in 
cheek. But that will never do. It is not only 
in the UN Security Council that the Communists 
are great advocates of unanimity. Those farm- 
ers had better learn to show up for the big dem- 
onstrations in support of the new regime. They 
had better be around to hear the next set of 
generous promises. 

After all, the glorious revolution couldn't wipe 
Siberia off the map, could it? 
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Turn the Clock Back? 


By more than 5-to-1, the House has voted to . 


exclude 500,000 to 750,000 workers from social 
security. The affected employes include door- 
to-door salesmen and persons who do piecework 
for industry in their homes—some of the least 
secure Ameritans against the hazards of unem- 
ployment and old age.

Action has been taken by the St. Louis Oph-

Nearly 3000 individual doctors have been 
named in the anti-trust suits against American 
Optical Co. and Bausch & Lomb, and these. suits 
give promise of benefits to eyeglass users. The 
Better Business Bureau of Los Angeles is conduct- 
ing an admirable campaign in that city against 
the racket. The Los Angeles Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue is very busy, too, to see that kick- 
back receivers include the proceeds in their tax 
returns. ie 

In addition to the lines of attaek approved by 
the St. Louis Ophthalmic Séciety, Dr. Post sug- 
gested a limit on the’ number of opticians.

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Unrest Among the Pledges 


At the University of California in Los Angeles, 
a former Army sergeant has turned in his fra- 
ternity pledge pin, charging that hazing activi- 
ties included the beating to death of a cocker 
spaniel puppy. 

This incident has had its counterpart on hun- 
dreds of campuses in the past few years, The 
men who risked their lives for their country 
on foreign battlefields cast a questioning eye 
at the nonsense of “Hell Week”—and perhaps at 
the whole juvenile caste system of fraternities 
and sororities. At the University of Washington, 
12 fraternity pledges walked out in a body. At 
the University of Indiana “Hell week” was 
dropped recently after several pledges were ar- 
rested for breaking into stores to obtain mate- 
rials’ prescribed in hazing ceremonies, _ 

This is not to say, however, that the fraternity 
system is in danger. To the contrary, it is 
flourishing. Fraternity houses that closed dur- 
ing the war have now reopened, and pledges 
and members are so numerous that the brothers 
have trouble remembering each other’s faces. 
“Frat” houses are being remodeled, and mort- 
gages are being burned all over the map. 

Thoughtful people like Missouri’s Mrs. Glenn 
Frank may write, “Any good that fraternities 
and sororities accomplish is far outweighed by 
the unhappiness they inflict upon thousands of 
young people, and by the class-consciousness, 
religious bigotry and race prejudice which they 
foment.” But the pull of snobbery is too strong 
tain human beings to let the Greek-letter societies 
die. 

Fortunately, almost everybody matures suffi- 
ciently after a year or two off the campus to 
look back on the whole thing with amused toler- 
ance. -A grin, not a blush, is in order if you 
forget the secret handshake.

From a Speech by Albert F. Hillix, President of 
the Kansas City Chamber of Commerce — 


No one wants the Government to take 
over in hausing or any other field of pri- 
vate industry, but it can happen, and it 
may happen if that is the only way ade- 
quate housing can be supplied, 

Let me tell you how such a thing can 
be brought about. I offer you a formula 
entitled, “How to turn the housing busi- 
ness over to the Government.” Here it-is: 

Deny that there is a housing shortage. 
Seek to convince the homeless and the 
over-crowded that the difficulty is an over- 
consumption of space and that the solu- 
tion to their problem is for people to crowd 
up more, use less space. 

‘Answer the bitter need of families with 
“No Children” signs on homes and apart- 
ments, and leave those unfortunate enough 
to have three or more children out of ac- 
count when you plan new houses or apart- 
ments. , 


Ignore in our housing expansion the 
needs of minority groups, forcing Negroes 
to crowd up in increasingly inadequate 
sections, 


Curse the bungling Government that 
doesn’t know what its various hands are 
doing, but turn out your lobbies in an ef- 
fort to kill off the President’s plan where- 
by he finally reorganized federal housing 
functions into one single agency. 


Blaming All on Rent Control 


Oppose new systems of distribution and 
methods of production that may offer a 
chance of better housing at lower cost. 


Urge the Government to provide plenty 
of credit to support the market, then blame 
the Government’s lending policies for high 
prices and the housing shortage. 

Blame labor for its high wages and re- 
atrictive_practices, and at the same time 
make deals with labor for higher wages 
and more restrictive practices. 


Proguce only for those who can and will 
pay the highest price—patronize the gray 
market and charge all the traffic will bear, 


Blame everything on rent control, de- 
spite the fact that initial rents on new con- 
struction are uncontrolled. 


Denounce public housing at every turn 
as dangerous and socialistic, and claim on 
the one hand that private enterprise can 
take care of all our housing need, but on 
the other hand that housing costs can’t be 
brought down to the low-income level, 


Finally, oppose every proposal for aid or 
relief in the housing situation and offer no 
solutions of your own. 


Real Estate Board’s Line 


Does any of that sound familiar to you? 
Some of it should, I did not make it up. 
It is a brief and incomplete, but typical 
composite of the programs followed by the 
more vocal spokesmen in the housing field, 
including your own national agency, the 
National Association of Real Estate Boards. 
It seems to me to represent a sure-fire 
formula for the abdication of private en- 
terprise in the housing field and the as- 
sumption of its responsibilities by the Gov- 
ernment at the demand of the people. 


Frankly, I don’t like it, and I hope that 
you don’t, either. I don’t believe the situ- 
ation is hopeless, and I don’t think you do. 
I don’t think priwate enterprise is ready. to 
cry “Uncle” on this housing problem. 


But if that is not to be the case, the in- 
dustry itself, including producers, labor, 
builders, realtors and financiers are going 
to have to support, propose and carry. out 
aggressive measures to do more about 
housing than we are doing or have ever 
done. 

It is discouraging and deplorable that for 
nearly three years urgently needed national 
legislation—legislation that has the com- 
bined support of both liberal and conserva- 
tive forces that deal with housing in Wash- 


ington—has never even come to a final 
vote in the Congress. I refer, of course, 
to the bill, S, 866, known as the Taft-Eilen- 
der-Wagner bill, 


That bill has been tied up because lob- 
bies speaking in the name of the housing 
industry itself have stymied it. Tied up 
in that legislation are things we urgently 
need, Here are some of them: 


New Methods Necessary 


1. Authority for the Government to as- 
sist private industry in the thus far back- 
ward fiéld of housing research, to develop 
and stimulate new methods, new materials 
and techniques that will modernize home- 
building. 


2. Special financial aids to assist private 
industry to provide more low-cost housing 
in the middle-income brackets, through 
better construction financing, through 
lower monthly payments, through co-opera- 


tive developments and through a guaran- | 


teed yield on large-scale, low-cost rental 
investment that will induce private capital 
to enter this field on a substantial scale. 


3. Aids to cities to acquire and assemble 
land in blighted areas in order to replan 


and redevelop these sections, preferably 


through private enterprise, and to elimi- 
nate the heavy deficits now incurred be- 
cause of them and recover some of the lost 
investment represented by utilities, streets 
and other improvements. 


4. Additional public housing to enable 
communities to meet the crying need of 
low-income and minority groups, particu- 
larly veterans, who are the worst sufferers 
in this housing shortage and who have no 
other prospect of relief—such public hous- 
ing to be limited specifically to families 
who cannot be helped by private enter- 
prise under even the most favorable con- 
ditions we can foresee, 


Where Is Venture Capital? 


These provisions are, of course, simply - 


tools—tools that private enterprise and lo- 
cal communities are to use, but without 
which their effgrts must necessarily be 
greatly circumscribed, They do not repre- 
sent nor replace the efforts that private 
enterprise and the communities must also 
make. Private enterprise particularly must 
shoulder the basic task of developing and 
applying new methods and modern tech- 
niques and materials in housing. 


Where is the venture capital that has 
periodically revolutionized our industrial 
production in other fields and made us the 
most powerful and productive nation on 
earth? Where are the pioneers and ven- 
turers that the housing field needs and 
that private enterprise has always provid- 
ed? Where is the enterprise of private 
enterprise in housing?

WASHINGTON, March 1 (UP) — 

Presidents of two networks said 
today that radio stations must be 
given-authority to express editor- 
ial opinions in order to give full 
service to the public. 

Frank Stanton, president of 
Columbia Broadcasting System, 
told the Federal Communications 
Commission it is “a plain distor- 
tion” of freedom of speech to deny 
broadcasters the right to take 
sides on controversial] issues while 
granting that right to newspa- 


rs. 

"Unless this commission is will- 
ing to take the position that the 
newspapers ... should not have 
the right to editorialize, I do not 
see how the commission can say 
that radio stations should not also 
have the right,” Stanton said. 

Mark Woods, president of Amer- 
ican Broadcasting Co., said that 
unless the commission reverses its 
present policy: radio’ will continue 
to be “a strong body with no 
head.” 

He said it is the “positive duty” 
of radio stations which wish to 
operate in the public interest “to 
editorialize vigorously whenever 
they believe it is in the public in- 
terest to do so.” 

The two network heads testi- 
fied at a hearing to determine 
whether radio broadcasting should 
remain non-partisan.

PRINCETON, N. J., March 1— 
Henry A. Wallace is cutting into 
the Democratic strength in Cali- 
fornia, a poll by the American 
Institute of Public Opinion indi- 
cates. When voters in the poll 
were asked to choose between 
President Truman, Wallace and 
Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New 
York, 42 per cent of the Califor- 
nians polled were for Truman, 42 
per cent for Dewey and 10 per 
cent for Wallace. Six per cent 
had no opinion. | 

When those expressing no 
opinion were eliminated, Truman; 
and Dewey each had 44% per 
cent of the vote an Wallace 11. 
Wallace’s strength came primarily 
from former Democratic voters, 
poll-takers found, with 6 of every 
10 Wallace backers having sup- 
ported Democrats in 1944. 

Figures from previous elections 
in California show that in 1944 
the Democrats had 57 per cent of 
the total vote, Republicans 43; in 
1940, Democrats 58, Republicans 
42, and in 1936 Democrats received 
68 per cent and Republicans 32. 

A comparison with other states, 
of the same three candidates 
(Dewey was the Republican candi- 
date in 1944) shows that in New 
York Truman is favored by 41 
per cent of the voters, Dewey by 
44 and Wallace, 15. In Pennsyl- 
vania: Truman, 44; Dewey, 49; 
Wallace, 7. Illinois: Truman, 40: 
Dewey, 52; Wallace, 8. New York 
has 47 electoral votes, Pennsyl- 
vania 35, Illinois 28 and Cali- 
fornia 25.

Tells Congress 1934 Re- 


ciprocal Agreements 
Law Is ‘Essential’- 
U.S. Policy. 


WASHINGTON, March 1 (AP) 
President Truman asked Con- 
gress today to extend the Recipro- 
cal Trade Agreements Act for 

three years, until June 12, 1951. 

Truman said in a message that 
the Trade Agreements Act has 
been in effect for 14 years and has 
‘become “an essential element of 
‘United States foreign policy.” 

’ The act gives the President pow- 

er to work out tariff-cutting 

ments with other nations. 
e United States agrees, for in- 
sanaie, to cut import duties on 

British-made products and Brit- 

ain agrees to cut its import duties 

on American products. 

The act, first enacted im 1934, 
permits the President to cut 
tariffs to one-half what they were 
in 1934. Although the power is 
granted to the President, the 
State Department actually works 
out the agreements. 

Strong Opposition Seems Sure. 

- It was under this power that the 
United States took part in the 
Geneva trade conference last year. 
This was a meeting at Geneva, 
Switzerland, of 23 countries to 
work out tariff-cutting agree- 
ments. Some of the agreements 
made there already have come 
under fire in- Congress. Truman’s 
request for continuance of the 
law, which expires June 12, ap- 
pears certain to run into strong 
opposition.

Together with other na- 
tions we are engaged in a mighty 
endeavor to build a prosperous 
and peaceful world ... The Re- 
ciprocal Trades Agreement Act, by 
stimulating ap increase of flow 
of trade between nations, will con- 
tribute strongly to the achieve- 
ment of this objective. Its ex- 
tension is essential if we are to 
complete the work we have be- 
gun.” 

Truman said that the agree- 
ments recognize the fact “trade 
is a two-way business, and that 
our foreign commerce depends on 
a balanced relationship betwéén 
importa and exports.”(— He added: 
“Foreign countries must be able 
to sell to us if they are to have 
the dollars to pay for our exports 
and to repay our loans.”

HE Democratic candidate for Presi- 
dent in 1844 was James K. Polk, a 
Jackson protege. The campaign issue 
was the projected annexation of Texas to 
the United States; Jackson, Polk, and the 
South were strongly for it, the Northern 
Whigs were opposed, and Henry Clay, 
their candidate, tried to straddle the issue. 
In this election, abolitionists had their own 
militant third party—the Liberty party— 
and nominated James G. Birney, a repent- 
ant Alabama silaveholder,. for President. 
Birney took away enough Whig votes in 
New York state to cost Clay the state, 
which in turn cost him the election, and 
his last chance at the White House. 
Polk’s election forced a quick showdown 
with England over the Oregon boundary 
line. During the campaign Senator Wil- 
liam Allen, known to reporters as “the 
Ohio Gong,” coined the Democratic slogan 
“Fifty-four Forty or Fight!” This meant 
the United States insisted on taking every- 
thing up to the Alaskan border, including 
all the Canadian Pacific ports and the 
whole Western fur trade. Sir Robert Peel, 
. the British Prime Minister, was quite will- 
‘ing to fight over this, as shown by the 
English cartoon at right. (The little man 
with a slave whip in his pocket is Brother 
-Jonathan, the cartoon ancestor of Uncle 
Sam.) 
President Polk was not scared either. —

Her special pride 
was her regular Army, which was twice 
as big as ours. On the Rio Grande, the 
Mexican commander had 5700 confident 
troops against Taylor’s isolated 3900, 

There the Mexjcan cavalry made the 
first attack, surrounding a scouting 
party of 60 American dragoons, killing 
10 and capturing the rest. The incident 
was a godsend-to President Polk, ~»who 
was planning to make war anyway. 
Now he solemnly told Congress that 
“the cup .of forbearance has been ex- 
hausted, that Mexico “has invaded our 
territory and shed American blood upon 
the American soil.” Congress declared 
war May 13, 1846, and appropriated 
$10,000,000 to pay the initial expense. 
A call for 50,000 volunteer soldiers was 
issued, and quickly met. 

Gen. Taylor had already crossed the 
Rio Grande and won revenge in two 
small skirmishes. After receiving large 
reigforcements he pushed on across 500 
miles of semi-desert, took the important

-When they get on his nerves he gets up and 
walks out on them. I can’t do that, I know my husband's 
family has tried to break us up. How can I get them to leave 
us alone? How can I get my husband to stop gambling, to 
give me enough to run the house on?

Gambling is one of the most difficult habits of all to cure. 
Your husband is the only one who can cure himself, and he 
will have to do.so by realizing that in indulging this habit he 
is causing wife and children to suffer—and which does he love 
most, his family or his game‘of chance? It might help, if worst 
comes to worst, for you to meet him as soon as possible after 
he receives that paycheck and take over. Then, having worked 
out a budget, return to him the allowance which is his per- 
gonal share of the money for the week. If he wants to gamble 
that away that’s up to him, but at least you and the children 
will be fed and clothed. I* have a budget leaflet I'll send you 
if you wil mail me a stamped, self-addressed envelope. Using 
this as a guide, you can’ make out one suitéd to your own 
needs. As to your husband’s jealousy; often this is caused by 
a doubt of oneself, a feeling one is not making the wife happy, 
that someone else she may see could do more for her. But to 
evince this in the childish way you describe is something he 
must make every effort to overcome. Perhaps you haven't 
paid him as much attention as you should, have concentrated 
too much on the children.

If the ear is not adorned 
with gold it may be decorated 
with several circlets of wood 
painted red or blue. Sometimes 
the lobe is stretched to the size 
of a silver dollar and a bit of 
primitive jewelry pushed into the 
opening. 

The men usually wear a single 
long cloth, what we could call a 
sarong. It is casually 
about the loins and falls to the 
ankles. ‘ 

The men in this part of Africa 
were never—within. modern mem- 
ory—warriors, so their dress is 
not so exotic as that of the con- 
quering tribes from the north 
which swept over these people 
centuries ago and enslaved them. 

Many do, however, affect the 
stretched ear-lobe and some are 
mutilated or tattooed about the 
face. | 

These natives are Bantus and 
many of them nominally Moslem 
since Arabs@iong dominated the 
east coast of Africa.

Physician 
‘ Discusses 
Deafness 
By C. A. Dean, M. D. 


UESTION: “Is deafness hered- 
itary?” 

Answer: Most cases of deaf- 
ness are probably acquired. There 
are some cases of deafness which 
are hereditary. In these cases the 
actual cause of deafness is prob- 
ably due to some developmental! 
defect. It is doubtful whether 
much can be done to correct this 
type of deafness. It is encourag- 
ing to note how much has been 
done recently to aid those unfor- 
tunate people who are hard of 
hearing. Since defective hearing 
may be caused from disease or 
abnormality of any part of the 
auditory mechaniam, there are 
many causes of deafness. 


Otosclerosis, which is an ear in- 
fection associated. with progres- 
sive loss of hearing, seems to 
run in certain families. Recently 
there has been developed a new 
operation which is a big step to- 
ward correcting this disease. In 
certain selected cases the opera- 
tion apparently cures the deaf- 
ness. 

In the last few years the per- 
fection of the electrical hearing 
aids has been a great benefit to 
the hard-of-hearing. There are 
many of these devices on the mar- 
ket and while they are usually 
quite expensive, I think that before 
very long they will be within the 
reach of many who desire them. 
While these devices offer comfort 
to many, it must be remembered 
that they are useful only in cer- 
tain types of deafness. 


Since mafiy casos of deafnoas 
are'results of the common respira- 
tory infections, the incidence of 
deafness should decrease as we 
‘prevent these complications.
